Row to Oct Vf an Inviting BcpMt—M* 


olpe for Ffah tfefces. 


It is quite surprising to tind, whenl 


you givd a litUe time and attention to1 


thn art of cookery, what detightftd 
dishes can be mttde out at' mere scraps. 
Any article of food, however costly, 
can bo rendered almost, uneatable by 
the want of care in the cooking; and 
almost any article, however common, 
may be ruade into quite a dainty 6y 
Himply taking pains. Of nothing eau 
this be more truly saM than ot ITsh. 
Cook it badly, and it is one of tlie most 
tasteless, disagreeable things that ciin 
bo placed upon a table, qnite snflicient 
to spoil any one's temper a.s well as di- 
gestion; but cook it well, and il bo- 
comes one of the daintiest dishes im- 
aginable. 


I ofum think it mothers aud daugh- 


ters would pay a little more attention 
to the comforts of tho table, how niuaU 
happier some homes would be! Break- 
fast, in my estimation, is really the 
most important meal in the day—im- 
portant, I moan, as regards its" effect 
upon us during the hours when w« aru 
all called upon to labor in some way 01 
other. Nothing is more likely to up«et 
a man's temper than to sit down to an 
untidy, ill-cooked moal. Lot him lirnl 
a neatly-laid cloth, vf\t\i u goc«l break- 
fust upon it, and what a diffi'renop it 
makes! 
Ho will go off to business 


with a light henrr, and in a tramp of 
mind iit to Mil-mount any difficulties 
which ho may have to contend with 
during the day. 


It is quite pb-siblo for % breiikt'ast to 


bo all that I have said, and yet be very 
inexpensive. There are dozens ot re- 
ceipts for breakfast dishes which cost 
Ilittlo more than the care and tore- 
thought of the housekeeper.

It ho following: 


When there has been fresh boiled 


lish for dinner and pieces are left over, 
people are often at loss to know what 
|fo do with them. They do not like the 
(idea of their boing wasted, and yet they 
|iiro not very presentable. Tho ordinmy 
.method of serving up cold fish is to 
.pour a little vinegar over it, with pop- 
per anil suit, and eat it as pickled fish; 
but n nicer way is to make it into lish 
cakes. To do this, some cold potatoes 
will bo required. If there are none in 
tho house ready, it i.s quite worth while 
boiling a few for the purpose. 
Put 


Ilio odds and ends of fibh into t\ large 
basin, and caretullv pick out all the 
bones and skin. Supposing there is 
half a pound of llsh, add Uie feame. 
weight of potatoes, and about two 
.ounces of butter with a little pepper* 
and salt. Heat all well together with 
a fork, until everything is thoroughly 
mixed, and perfectly smooth. Take a 
small quantity at a time, and with the. 
hands, form it into a neat, flat, round 
cake, about three-quarters of an inch 
thick.

from adhering lo them. Hove ready 
on I he plate some finely sifted bread 
crumbs, and, on another, a well-bealeu 
«'gg. 
Dip (he cakes, one at a time, 


!h\st into tho egg, then into the bread 
crumbs. Be careful to havo every parts 
of tho cake covered. 
Fry them iu 


plenty of boiling fat—good beef drip- 
ping, or puro lard is the best. Whon 
they are of nico light brown color on 
one side, turn them over to brown the 
other side. Remove them from the 
frying-pan TV ith ft fish-slice, and care* 
fully drain off all tho fat: they ought to 
bo quite dry 
Servo them on a very 


'hot dish with a napkin spread over it. 
Five or si-t minutes will bo required to 
cook them sufficiently. 


Should tho breakfast hour bo roiy 


early, these cakes can be made the 
'night before—all except the dipping m 
'egg aud broad crumbs —Aunt

Aid. Wayne ottered a resolution that 


proper proceedings be commenced in the 
county court to make the legal assess- 
ments. 


Aid. Oogerty wanted to know what 


course the council would pursue in refer- 
ence to sewerage and water drainage. It 
was his opinion that the city should first 
lay eewer pipes if it is the purpose to lay 
them in the streets. 


Aid. Roberts suggested that probably 


the council was going too fast in prepar- 
ing to pave two routes from the old square 
to the depot. He thought that bnt one 
route should be paved Brat nn,l t'v>n let 
other streets be paved in order.

go slow. 


Aid. Wayne remarked that he thought

be paved first; then let others follow. 


Mayor Lake spoke at some length in

Clorordalt>, 1 raadoi 
tho acquaintance o* an Indian of morr, 
thnn ordinary intolligenoo, who-wi natj 
tiral reticence was thawed by sonic ser- 
vices which I was enabled to do him, 
and whoso confidence I won far enough 
to succeed in making him unfold in n| 
disjointed manner tlie ren.1 history of, 
the occurrences from whioh Squaw's. 
Rook took IU name, and which I now 
reproduce for tho benelit of my loaders, 
weaving the story into a more con- 
nected form than was given me by old 
Santiago. 


It was some timo iu the twenties that, 


John Willard. the captain of a trader, 
who brought tho commodities of civil- 
ized life mto Monterey, and thoro bar- 
tered them for hides, got tired of his 
seafaring life, a* many more have done, 
before, and after him in California, 
majrrled himaej^ to-a seuorita with 
broad acres and fat kiae, and settled 
down' Into a steady-going rancher in 
tho valley of the Russian Kivor. A son 
was born to the pair, a stalwart youth, 
whose robust, out-of-door vaquero life 
made him both etroqjj and handsome. 
It was universally cpuceded that Frank 
Wfllftrd, at the ago of twenty, was as 
fla'o a spccbn»u of a youth as could be 
found north of the bay, or, for that 
matter, south of It either. His free 
and generous disposition made him as 
great a favorito with the male portion 
of the community as his good looks did 
with tlie female. Of course, at thai 
susceptible ago it was only natural thai 
ho should n.iy particular attention to 
tho latter, . :ul aa compatriots of his 
owu stuu.ju were not numerous in 
those thiuly settled regions, pen.ups il 
was. but natural that ho should cast 
hU ores upon such females as there 
were. The paternal hacienda of the 
Wlllarrts lay In the neighborhood of 
the Healdsburg of the present day; 
and to the north tn the vicinity of Sanei 
and Uklah there dwelt at that time a 
strong tribe of Indiana, remarkable for 
Sue physique and in all respects con- 
siderably above the average of Califor- 
ulftn aborigines. During one of his 
equestrian wanderings young Frank 
Willnrd camo upon one of tho ranch- 
•riiu of this tribe, at that time situated 
upon the western bank of the Russian 
River, and within a few hundred yards 
of the precipice now known as Squaw's 
Kock. It was there that he encoun- 
tered Bunita, daughter of Big Bull, ono 
of the aub-chlefa of the tribe, a maiden 
of rare beauty, with n complexion as 
pure and .clear as a Castilian and a 
torm of wonderful symmetry and grace.
